Opposition Recailed. 
Some legislators declared, how­ 
ever, that the people clearly did 
not want reorganization legisla­ 
tion in the form recently 
:on- 
sidered by congress and that the 
voters might show their opposi­ 
tion at the polls. 
They recalled the flood of tele­ 
grams and letters criticizing the 
bill, which was passed by the sen­ 
ate but sidetracked ‘n the house. 
A question that puzzled many 
congressmen was whether both 
the administration and its foes 
would try to make political capi­ 
tal of the fact that house leaders 
had said rejection of the legisla­ 
tion in April proclaimed a lack 
of confidence in *he president. 
House debate had been dotted 
with references to dictatorship, 
although Mr. Roosevelt himself, m 
an unusual midnight statement, 
bad disclaimed any qualifications 
or inclinations to be a dictator. 
Bnrah Sees New' Fight. 
The announcement of Byrnes 
and Warren that “ no further ef­ 
fort will be made to pass the re­ 
organization bill at this session” 
was read to the senate yesterday. 
Senator J ohnson (R-Cal) imme­ 
diately predicted a renewal of the 
hot fight over the program next 
year. 
Administration lieutenants were

Besides permitting such changes, 
the bill would have set up a new 
welfa re department in the cab­ 
inet, rearranged the federal ac­ 
counting system, given the presi­ 
dent six administrrtive assistants, 
and substituted an administrator 
for the present three-man civil 
service commission.
